It 
has alternating short ramps and level 
sections, so | back my bike onto it, put the 
centre stand down, and then pull the ramp 
out. 
The ramp has three pairs of ramps and level 
sections. Its yellow plastic and | purchased it 
from Repco for $50, or $45 with their RAC 
discount. My garage floor is smooth and 
when | first used it the bike pushed it away so 
| glued some rubber to the leading edge (with 
contact cement), but not too much rubber so | 
could pull the ramp out after. 
Depending on the bike and ramp some wood 
may have to be attached to the bottom to get 
a height that works well.

They will be judged ona 
number of criteria including their contribution to the sport in Western Australia, their ability 
and performance at a high level. Suggestions for HOF nominees can be made by contacting 
the MWA Office or through a MWA Council Delegate. Formal nominations for the HOF may 
be made by any MWA Board Member, Council Delegate or MWA employee. 


The MWA Board has established a HOF sub — committee that will decide on a short list of 
nominees who will be presented to the MWA Board for consideration and approval. 

Hall of Fame Members will receive a framed certificate with a silver medal and will be 
recognised within the MWA Administration building. Our sport has a long and distinguished 
history with many champions on, and off the track and the MWA Hall of Fame will honour 
many heroes and characters over the coming years 


Jeff Leisk 

MWA is pleased to announce the induction of Jeff Leisk into the Motorcycling WA Hall of 
Fame in 2013. Described by a rival as “a young man with an abundance of talent with an 
equal amount of determination”, Jeff started racing motorcycles at age 7 at the Forrestfield 
Speedway with his Brother, Mark. It was the natural thing to do as his Father, Bob, was an 
accomplished competitor for over 17 years at the track and the infield was perfect for 
minibikes. Jeff won his first Australian junior championship at nine years and a world 
championship aged 13. 


The senior ranks beckoned and at 17, Jeff won the 500cc Australian Championship riding for 
a Yamaha Dealer Team. At the end of that season, Jeff had won around $45,000 in prize 
money which “was pretty good for a 17 year old back then”. The following season with 
Honda was disappointing and a stint in the US training for the Golden State series late in the 
year prepared Jeff for an Australian season in 1984, a season which he dominated. He won 
his first Mr Motocross crown, which at that time was the premier motocross competition, and 
a national championship title in the 250cc class. Another Mr Motocross title in 1985 followed 
when Jeff won all but one race in the series. Unfortunately ‘85 was not all good news, whilst 
competing overseas, Jeff crashed out in a timed practice for the MX Des Nations and ended 
up in a German Hospital for a week with fractured vertebrae. 


Competition in the US was always one of Jeff's dreams. In 1986 he got his chance when he 
signed up and rode for the Honda America Team. Standing in his way were the likes of 
Roger De Coster (Jeff's pick as the best rider of his era), Jeff Ward, Broc Glover and Johnny 
O’Mara. His first season started in the legendary L.A. Coliseum in front of 70,000 spectators 
and ended abruptly at the next round when another rider landed on top of Jeff after a jump, 
breaking his jaw. The next year, while still in the US, saw a switch to Yamaha as a Factory 
Rider, but it was back to Honda in 1988 finishing in the US Top 10 at both indoor supercross 
and outdoor motocross venues. 
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Jeff was fast when he arrived in the US, he was even faster when he left. He now had the 
determination and desire to win a world championship in Europe. While injury took its toll 
early in the season, in the San Marino GP Jeff was leading the first race only to run out of 
fuel! While Jeff cooled down in the Pits, the mechanics expanded the alloy fuel tank and 
changed some gear ratios and he went out and won the second race. Then followed his first 
full GP win in Finland and finally Jeff finished second in his debut world championship year. 
The following year saw new injuries, bad medical advice and more GP wins, but after 18 
seasons of racing, Jeff decided to come home to Australia. 


After a couple of years playing on four wheels, Jeff returned to two wheels and won the 1995 
Australian Thumpernat series on a KTM. Jeff then ran a race Team for the brand over the 
next four years, before taking up the role of KTM Australia General Manager in 2000. KTM 
has 8% of the market in Australia and Jeff sees “simply selling enough bikes each month” as 
his major challenge along with developing effective marketing and sales strategies. He 
believes that surrounding himself with quality people is a major contributor to his success. 


Jeff is married to Liana and has four children - two boys and two girls. The teenage boys are 
currently involved in motocross and Jeff still gets out on trail rides occasionally. Jeff Leisk is 
acknowledged as a great pioneer of the sport in Australia and is one of five Inductees to the 
Motorcycling WA Hall of Fame in 2013. The Hall of Fame recognises Jeff's contribution to 
motorcycle competition and to the sport in Western Australia, together with his ability and 
performance at the highest level over an extended period of time.

Trevor Laurance 

MWA is pleased to announce the induction of Trevor Laurance into the Motorcycling WA Hall 
of Fame in 2013. Trevor was born in 1937 in Nedlands and his love of motorcycling began 
as a 9 year old when he started attending the Harley Scrambles at the Ropeworks circuit 
and the Speedway at Claremont. His dedication to the Speedway led to a collection of over 
1,060 issues of event programs — surely a collection not matched anywhere in WA. He was 
appointed the Speedway Scrutineer in the early 1960’s and this progressed to the role of 
Commentator (known as the Public Address Co-Ordinator) for the next 31 years. 

Trevor joined the AJS MCC in 1955 and competed in scrambles, short circuit and grass track 
events over the following 8 years. 
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A serious accident in Albany at a short circuit event severely hampered Trevor's ability to 
walk for nearly 4 years and ended his racing career. In the late 50’s the AJS MCC elected 
Trevor as their Council Delegate to WAMCA (now MWA). Trevor held this appointment for 
nearly 40 years. During this time, Trevor committed to other roles within MWA included time 
spent on the Motocross sporting panel and Stewards panel. He was also appointed the 
Steward for a series of World and Australian Land Speed Records at Lake Lefroy in the early 
1970’s. In 1974, he was elected as a State Delegate to the ACU (now MA) and that role 
continued for 21 years. 


It was a role that Trevor considered to have been a great privilege and honour. 

Representing WA, Trevor was involved in landmark decisions at a national level. These 
included the AS1698 compliance for helmets, the controversial name change to Motorcycling 
Australia, MA’s affiliation to the FIM and the imposition of noise control measures. Although 
volunteering for MA was serious business, sometimes the opposite was demonstrated when 
Trevor attended a Brisbane conference where MA needed to decide what the correct 
definition of “a wheel” was! 


In April 1992, Trevor retired from his 32 year employment with Woolworths as Sales, 
Promotions and Advertising Manager. He was “coerced” by MWA into the position of 
Operations Manager for the upcoming Motocross Des Nations - by far the most successful 
international event ever held in WA. Trevor continued in the following year with a round of 
the 125cc World Motocross Championships. Trevor described those 18 months as “high 
pressure, but a very enjoyable involvement”. In 1993, he received the Castrol Award for 
outstanding services to motorcycling and Life Memberships have been bestowed on Trevor 
from the AJS MCC, Motorcycling WA and Motorcycling Australia. His last active involvement 
with MWA was as part of the committee which organised the inaugural Night of Champions 
in 2001. 


Today he is still actively involved with the Vintage MCC of WA (Albany Section) where he 
and his wife Sandra, enjoy riding a 1979 650cc Honda 4 sidecar outfit. The machinery has 
been described as “very smart”. At age 76, Trevor describes life and motorcycling as “still 
fun!” Trevor Laurence is one of five Inductees to the Motorcycling WA Hall of Fame in 2013. 
The Hall of Fame recognises Trevor’s contribution to motorcycle competition and to the sport 
in Western Australia, together with his volunteer roles within Motorcycling WA and 
Motorcycling Australia over an extended period of time.

John Rock 


Motorcycling WA is pleased to announce the induction of John Rock into the Hall of Fame in 
2013. 


John Rock often said that you make your own luck. Following the infamous 1955 Australian 
Scramble Championships at the Ropeworks Course (where Mosman Park is today), John 
said that he knew the course was pretty rough and that was proved true by half of the field 
not finishing. With a smile he said that he took it easy and rode around the bumps and holes 
and somehow ended up in front. “Nothing broke, nothing fell off’. There were a lot of good 
riders that day who were not so lucky and John won his first Australian Championship in the 
250cc Scramble class. 


Born in Subiaco during 1931, John grew up in the western suburbs as a street wise kid and 
head of the household after his Father died. As soon as he could, John left school and took 
up an electrical apprenticeship and his introduction to motorcycles came through the 
National Safety Council where he learnt to ride. One Saturday, an Instructor failed to attend 
a riding lesson and John was seconded to fill in and he quickly progressed to a permanent 
Instructor and finally to the Captain of Instructors. 
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This was a little contradictory as on Saturday John taught motorcycle skills and rode 
carefully and responsibly at the Council. But come Sunday he would compete wherever an 
event took place. Hill Climbs, Road Racing, Scrambles & Observed Trials — John loved them 
all and he was good. 


As a member and Secretary of the AJS MCC, John could always be found wearing a grin 
and was most often found at the front of the field on whatever bike he could beg, borrow or 
buy including BSA Slopers, 3T and T100 Triumphs, 350 ZB Gold Star, AJS 350, Ariel VB, 
197 Dot and the Francis-Barnett 197. Winning races wasn’t enough for John and in 1955 he 
set off for the UK “to see why their riders were so good”. Because he was well respected in 
the Perth motorcycle scene, he received many letters of recommendation and the James 
Factory immediately offered him a ride in the Scottish Six Day Trial. 


John rode three Scottish events and was awarded two first class awards.In 1956, John won 
a trip to the Isle of Man with accommodation included. Heaven for a motorcyclist! 

The Island was a fabulous experience that saw him finish a very credible 14" on his first 
outing and included an introduction to his future Bride — Maureen. The next year, following 
the British boycott of the Czechoslovakian |.S.D.E., John formed the first Australian Enduro 
Team to compete in the event and finished with a bronze medal riding a CZ. 


Returning to Australia in 1958, John brought with him a BSA Gold Star — in pieces, included 
in his luggage. In 1965, he entered the first Australian Observed Trials Championships in 
Victoria and won the championship on a Francis-Barnett 197cc machine. The same machine 
that he won the 1955 scramble championship with! John is still revered within Trials and the 
John Rock Memorial Medal is awarded each year at the national championships to the best 
placed Australian rider. John was awarded life membership of AJS MCC in the early 1970's 
after retiring from active competition. 


He then joined the Vintage MCC where he gained notoriety as a font of knowledge and 
enthusiasm for all things Triumph. Following 30 years as an active member, he was awarded 
life membership of that Club. John Rock was a strong, proud and generous man. In his final 
days he said that he’d had a bloody good run and asked his Son Michael, to shout all his 
mates a beer. John died in July 2012.

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Peter Nicol 
MWA is pleased to announce the induction of Peter Nicol into the Motorcycling WA Hall of 
Fame in 2013. 


Peter was born in 1931 in South Fremantle and it is no surprise that marine pursuits mingled 
with motorcycles during his life. Peter’s Father Alf was a keen supporter and mechanic to the 
famous solo rider, Jack Sharpe at Claremont Speedway and this led to Peter, then aged 15 
years old, becoming Jack’s “pitboy”. Pitboys would clean the motorcycle after each race and 
once deemed competent, they would be allowed to refuel the machine between races. 

Peter wanted to take up motorcycling racing to follow his dream of emulating his racing 
heroes, however his Mother refused to sign his licence application for speedway and he was 
forced towards scrambles and road racing. He joined Coastal MCC at 16 years and was 
elevated to Club Captain at 20 — a rare honour for one so young. His association with the 
club continued over many years and it was no surprise when he was elected a life member. 
Peter’s first bike was a 1928 AJS bought for £6/10- in 1947. 


At age 17, Peter was able to start scrambles and road race competition by simply removing 
the lights and other unnecessary equipment from his machine, finding a helmet and off he 
went! Peter showed true class and it was not long before sponsors approached him to ride 
under their banner. Peter was one of a not too many sponsored riders and had the 
opportunity to earn up to £200 for a race win, while the promoters only paid £10 to £20 for an 
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open win. 


His motorcycle sponsors included Carlyle & Co, Mortlock’s and race team support by Harry 
Gibson (the then Australian land speed record holder), while his oil sponsors included 
Vacuum Oil Co, Castrol and BP. Peter won his first Western Australian title in the 1951 
Scramble Championships. At that event he took home the 350cc and 500cc championship 
classes. Another 12 titles followed over the next seven years as well as five Harley Scramble 
titles. Other scramble titles included Australian Championships in 1955 and 1956 together 
with a New South Wales Championship in 1957. Proving Peter’s versatility and talent, West 
Australian titles were also won in Grass Track and Road Racing during the 50’s. Peter also 
finished 2" in the 1953 350cc Australian GP in Tasmania and subsequently was selected to 
race for the Australian Team at the Isle of Man TT and in Europe in 1955. In all, Peter 
amassed 14 State titles, another one in NSW and 3 National Titles. 


Peter was also a busy man in business, opening up two motorcycle shops in Perth, marrying 
Berice Johnson and raising the first of two children. He opened a shop in Wellington Street 
selling and servicing BSA, Matchless and Velocette. Peter had decided some time ago, that 
scooters would be popular, but were an entirely different market to the traditional black and 
chrome machines. So he opened another shop at the corner of Hay Street in central Perth to 
sell Vespa scooters predominately to female clients. 


With all this happening in his life (including test riding for the successful attempt at the 
Australian Land Speed Record by Harry Gibson), Peter made the conscious decision to 
retire from competition due to increasing business interests and potential liabilities. 

In the late 60’s, Peter had returned to sailing yachts in Australia and in Europe. 

He had sold his motorcycle businesses earlier in the 1960's and bought a dry cleaning and 
laundry business. He ran this for 10 years prior to operating a marine brokerage business at 
Pier 21 in Fremantle. He was deeply involved with Alan Bond and the first America’s Cup 
challenge and also skippered Bond’s yacht “Apollo 1” in the 1969 Sydney to Hobart race. 
Peter retired from the paid workforce aged 75 years. 


Peter is still a member of the Vintage MCC, is still fit and healthy playing golf twice a week 
and restores beautiful old machines in his retirement. Occasionally he still ventures on 
another motorcycle ride — his last competition was at the Albany Hill Climb in 2010. 

Peter Nicol is one of five Inductees to the Motorcycling WA Hall of Fame in 2013. The Hall of 
Fame recognises Peter’s contribution to motorcycle competition and to the sport in Western 
Australia, together with his ability and performance at the highest level over an extended 
period of time.

Edwin “Chum” Taylor 


MWA is pleased to announce the induction of Chum Taylor into the Motorcycling WA Hall of 
Fame in 2013. 


Edwin “Chum” Taylor has had his nickname since he was a day old when his Grandmother, 
Nana McPhee, exclaimed “oh, my little chum!” on first seeing him. He was born in 1927 and 
lived his early life on Mounts Bay Road, directly opposite the Swan Brewery where his 
Father worked. With the outbreak of World War 2, Chum moved to Boyup Brook to complete 
his schooling and developed a love of horse riding. That love led to an amateur career as a 
jockey that included a ride in the last steeplechase race ever held in WA. 


While an apprentice Cooper (barrel maker) at the Swan Brewery, Chum bought his first 
motorcycle — a BSA side valve — to use as transport and dabbled with Road Racing and 
Scrambles. It was at the Speedway that competitors earnt the big money of the day and 
Chum wanted to be part of it, but his Mum said there was no way he was riding speedway 
until he turned 21! 


So in the month he turned 21, Chum raced for the first time at Claremont Speedway ona 
Rudge machine for £1 a race and £1 a point (3 points for first, 2 points for second, 1 point for 
third and nothing for last). His early success saw an offer to ride in the UK with Scottish 
team, The Ashfield Giants. After a six week sea voyage on the ship Moreton Bay, his UK 
career started and almost finished in his first race where he crashed and was subsequently 
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transferred to the Cardiff Dragons for two seasons. He rode for five other teams in the next 
13 years and finished his UK career with the Cradley Heath Heathens. Payment in the UK 
was significantly higher than at Claremont with £5 a race and £5 a point and Chum found it 
relatively easy to fund a comfortable lifestyle. 


During this time, Chum represented Australia in nine World Championship Finals (one as 
Team Captain), was WA Solo Champion on five occasions and was crowned Australian Solo 
Champion in 1966 competing at Rowley Park Speedway in South Australia. He married 
Dulcie in 1952 and their Son, Glyn followed in his father’s footsteps as an international 
speedway solo rider and is now a Team Manager in the UK. He retired from competition 
following a nasty crash in Crewe UK in 1973, aged 46, where he broke his shoulder. 
Following his speedway career, Chum was self-employed within earthmoving and transport 
until he retired from work at the age of 67. Now with his partner, Merl Armstrong, Chum is 
actively involved in politics with an avid interest in seniors and pensioners rights and still 
fiddles with two and four stroke motors — this time attached to lawn mowers! 

Chum has brought competitors to tears because “he would take them in fast” and has had 
Prime Ministers lost for words. He was a true competitor of great skill and guile. He has lost 
none of those traits today as we welcome him to the Hall of Fame.

CAVEAT EMPTOR (BUYER BEWARE) 
As Club Members would be well aware we all like to be able to purchase parts for our restoration 
projects at a fair price and quality. But as many parts are sourced from other States and as well as 
overseas we cannot be assured of the quality. Recently | have had the misfortune to have bought 
some parts from dealers in Australia and overseas that have turned out to be utter CRAP. 
E.G. Parts bought for the restoration of aBSA WD M20:-. 
Rear stand lugs (twisted), did not line up with frame. Spring bracket fell off (tack welded), so all had to 
be renovated to fit. 
Stand spring end pulled out when attached to stand (replace with a new spring), but from where? 
Rear brake lever fulcrum pin, well made, BUT!, thread is unf 24tpi. The thread on frame is 26 tpi, 
clean up an old one to use?? 
Rear hub bolts (3) have a tapered edge so do not do up square onto hub. 
Other parts bought in for other bikes. Decompressor lever snapped off (first use). 
Speedo cable, square end to small; has to be built up to fit speedo. 
Kick start return spring, too many coils, won't fit inside gearbox cover. 
The list does go on, and | am sorry to sound like a whinger, but | do expect things to be of some 
quality and fit without having to be modified to do so. 
So do be careful when sourcing new parts, as | have heard of other Members having similar 
problems, and to return the parts is just more cost for post and packaging.

The Swap Meet Committee recommended to the Club Committee that the monies raised should be 
donated to the above research group because of the number of motorcyclists who have permanent 
spinal injuries occasioned by their pursuit one of whom is a past prominent member who suffered 
paraplegia as a result of an accident at a VMCC event. 

The Club Committee approved the recommendation on March 16" this year and the donation will be 
presented to Leonie Howell from the Neuroscience Research Group by a Swap Meet Committee 
member and past President Rex Edmondson A.O. 

Leonie, while attending to other business in Perth for the Group, has agreed to attend the Vintage 
Motor Cycle Club meeting and tell the members of the Group’s research and development program 
which is aimed at assisting the sufferers of spinal damage to live with their disabilities. They are also 
researching the possibility of repairing the spinal cord. 

The Vintage Motor Cycle club is pleased to be able to contribute to this worthy cause that has such 
a connection to the motorcycling fraternity in Australia.

Membership Secretary: Membership at 31° Dec. 2013 was 578 less non renewals of 67 
giving total membership of 511. New members and rejoins in 2014 to date are 66 giving a 
current membership of 577. We have 34 ASM’s, 19 Life Members, 2 Hon. Members, 111 
country members and 412 metro members. The average member age is 63. 

Machine Registrar: As an annual Inspection Day is no longer required, the major 
responsibility of the Machine Registrar is to provide the Department with a list of people who 
own concessionally licensed machines but are no longer a member of the Club. We now have 
1470 machines registered with the Club. It is only through the introduction of new machines, 
such as these, can we grow as an organisation, continuing with our drive to promote the use of 
motorcycles of 25 years of age, or more.

Publisher: The print team is working well. 

Events Co-ordinator: Thanks to those who organised the events last year. We held around 60 
events during the year. 

Dating Officer Pre 1/1/1950: 10 machines and 1car were dated. Some members have asked 
that a machine they wish to buy be dated. A machine alleged to be a 1920 Rudge turned out to 
be a 1940 model. A machine for restoration dated in 1995 was recently completed to a high 
standard. 

Dating Officer Post 31/12/1949: 69 machines were dated in the last year. 

Spare Parts: It was a very good year, people have made donations and unsold auction items 
are on the shelves. Most of the stock is now off the floor and on the shelves for easier member 
access. Thanks must go to Chas Bayley, Bruce Kirk and Gordon Cecil for helping out on 
Wednesdays. 

Concessional Licensing: In the last year 39 machines were passed for licensing. One 
machine was rejected because of incorrect tyre size and another was rejected because of 
incorrect wheels and tyres. The owner decided not to proceed with concessional licensing. The 
only change this year was the introduction of the E81 Form Licence Concession Code 404 to 
be completed and handed in to the Licensing Centre. 

Librarian: another busy year for the library with lots of new books on the shelves and 
members borrowing them to enjoy a good read. The club library offers over 2000 books and 
magazines for loan, a DVD library, reference section, workshop manuals and lots more. We 
can scan bar codes on books to down load more information for members. Feel free to ask for 
any book our library doesn’t have and we will try to obtain it. We also have a branch library at 
the Albany Section list of all books can be found on the club website. 

Technical Librarian: No report. 

CMC Delegate: The Council of Motoring Clubs (CMC) now represents some 100 motoring 
Clubs which includes seven motor cycle Clubs and other Clubs covering all types of Historic 
vehicles including motorcycles. The following specific items have received attention. The CMC 
technical committee assisted the Department of Transport (DoT) in the review of the 
requirements for vehicles on Concession 404 Club licence. The DoT reviewed similar licence 
procedures from all other States. CMC involvement resulted in maintaining a very generous 
Concession 404 licence arrangement. Whilst the requirement for member Clubs to submit an 
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annual return based on the inspection of vehicles is no longer required, the essential rules 
applying to Concession 404 licence remain unchanged. The owner of the vehicle is now solely 
responsible for adhering to the conditions of the concession. The reference booklet for 
Concession 404 has been revised and when the review by the DOT is completed the reference 
document will be supplied to all member Clubs. The Classic Car Show continues to grow with 
over 1000 entrants at the 2014 show and there is excellent support from the public. $15,000 
was donated to the Motor Museum from the proceeds of this event. Changes to the Road 
Traffic Act 2012 to recognise interstate vehicle permits have received Royal Assent. Before the 
Legislation can become law, supporting regulations need to be created. Until then any permit 
that is issued by another licensing organisation in Australia is not valid within WA. Vehicles 
from another State operating on a permit system will need to complete an over 48 hour Permit 
Application for Single Unlicensed Vehicle from Vehicle Safety & Standards Licensing Services. 
This permit is issued in terms of months required. 

Albany Section Chairman’s Report: It was another successful year with new members 
joining and our first Junior Member Dylan Whitehurst. Attendance at meetings has increased 
and 16 to 18 bikes turn up for runs. Other happenings were static displays, rallies, a charity 
run, deceased Riders Memorial Ride, Economy Run, Santa’s Christmas Tree Run and 80" 
birthday celebrations. A few bikes have been purchased by members. Wednesday social runs 
and Sunday morning coffee runs are proving popular. | would like to thank the Committee and 
members for a successful year. | won't be nominating for any position this year and | wish the 
new Committee a successful term in office. 

Pre 31 Section: We have had a good year, with finances marginally up, but membership 
slightly down. The Pre-31-run events have had more entrants; The Roaring Twenties 
incrementally increasing each year, The Foundation Run more than 35 entrants (new 
management this year), The Groucott Remembrance Run holding its own and under new 
management next year and The Beverley Run looking to burst the rafters of the Beverley pubs 
with its threatened new management later in the year. The Section had its own banner 
presented by Ken V, and a stock of t-shirts and sew-on badges are available. The 100-year 
machine badges are almost available, and the year-badge appendices for the Beverley 
winners are in hand. Several of our Section members will be receiving awards at Sunday's 
Presentation Day. So this could be an even better year about to start. 

Post 70 Section: The Post 70’s section monthly meetings have been regularly attended. 
Discussion has been around creating future events and member experiences with importing 
motorcycles from overseas. It has been good to see new members feeling welcomed into the 
club and sharing their interest in 70’s motorcycles. Members have raised the idea of a Club 
facility to meet regularly with bikes where minor maintenance can be done or discussed. 
Events this year have been: Photo Day. Bad weather held back members from attending, 
however we were able to photograph 6 bikes in the make shift studio set up in the Club hall. 
This event was a good opportunity to have bikes professionally photographed. We intend to 
hold this event again in warmer months. CB Run. This run went from Northbridge to 
Scarborough then down to Fremantle for Perth's best coffee at the Roasting House finishing 
back at the Club rooms for a BBQ with family and kids. A future event in the planning is 
participation in the Lake Perkolilli Centenary of Speed (October 16" 19" 2014g). Richard Argus 
#547 has indicated that he can assist by providing his workshop premises in Kalgoorlie for 
secure storage of participating motorcycles. We expect to use the workshop as a base from 
where we will meet and depart for the Friday night parade through Kalgoorlie. Another event in 
the planning is a run that goes from the Club rooms via the 5 dams with a BBQ finish back at 
the Club rooms.

On my recent visit to the UK, | was fortunate enough to visit the National Motorcycle 
Museum near Birmingham, where there are over 600 bikes on show, all British & all in 
pristine condition. This collection catalogues the British Motorcycle industry from the very 
start; it is an awesome collection being added to all the time. 
They have machines from the early 1900’s to the 1980’s. There are bikes of every type, big, 
small, fast & slow, single to 4 cylinder machines, both 2 & 4 stroke, as well as rotary 
engines. 
Everything from the humble commuter bike to superbikes & racers, as well as many famous 
brand names almost forgotten, except for guys like you & me. | must admit, there were quite 
a few that | hadn’t heard of before. 
They of course have all the famous marques on display, with 1 display with no less than 12 
Brough Superiors. | can’t remember the last time | saw one, let alone a dozen of them! 
There are rows of BSA’s & Nortons, some are in chronological order of manufacture so at a 
glance you can see the development of the marque. 
There are prototype models some of which never saw the light of day. For example, there is 
a 4 cylinder Triumph 1000cc built using Trident parts, and a rotary engine Norton 
Commando police bike to name but a few. 
All in all, this place is a must see if you are ever to go to the UK. | would recommend that 
you allow at least a day to see it all, more if you read all the info provided for each exhibit.

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2016 UK TRIP ENTRY FORM 

Members of the Pre-31 Section of the VMCC WA are organising a motorcycle tour of the UK in May 
2016. The Tour has been sanctioned by the Committee of the VMCC WA. Details are yet to be firmed 
up, however at this stage the proposal is as follows:- 

Participants will make their own way to Liverpool in late May 2016; the ‘bikes will be crated (by the 
owners), brought to be ’containered” jointly in Fremantle in March, & shipped from there. Some spare 
crates are available. If not then they can be obtained from your local Ducati importer. Wood is not 
allowed, & size is fixed. 

We will depart Liverpool & tour through the Lake District, Scotland to John o’ Groats, then down the 
East Coast to Kent, along the South Coast to Lands End, returning along the Cornish & Devon North 
Coasts to skirt Bristol, up through Welsh Boarders back to Liverpool, to clean & recrate our ‘bikes 
ready to ship back to Fremantle. Total route is 2400 miles (4000 km), plus any side-trips that you may 
make. Each stop will be for 2 nights, with a free day in between. 

A long-wheel base van & driver will be hired for back-up & luggage-carrying. Due to restrictive 
capacity each participant is limited to one soft bag (not a large sports bag!). 

Participants will book their own flights & accommodation; the Tour Committee will contact you via 
email & provide you with phone numbers of the hotels/pubs that will be chosen for the route once it 
has been confirmed. Single entrants’ accommodation may be booked by the Committee. 

The ‘bike you take on the Tour must be dated before 1958, but some latitude may be allowed by the 
Committee. A budget of $3000.00 has been estimated for each ‘bike, to cover van hire, fuel & driver’s 
accommodation, shipping fees (excluding ‘bike insurance), Government fees & duties at each port. 
This estimate is based on the 2013 tour prices, & is subject to currency rate variations, inflation, etc. 
There is no charge for pillion passengers. 

Local insurance is compulsory for the ‘bikes to be used on UK roads; this insurance must be 
organised by you as we all have different driving records, however the Committee will provide you 
with contact details when the time arises. Driving licenses from WA are valid in UK for 3 months & 
driving rules are similar to here.

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Beverley Re-enactment 2014 
| could smell it before | saw it, enticing and heady. Weaving along Spencer’s Brook road on 
my DKW, | recognised the whiff of Castrol R and some unburnt fuel from a high performance 
vintage motorcycle. Bill Young and Charlie Lawson would have approved. | went over the 
second railway crossing, almost sideways, caught the edge of the bitumen with my front 
wheel and | hung onto the wires, with an almighty roar we hurtled forward, towards Northam, 
there were more bends in the road than a bucket full of brown snakes. There were flak 
bursts of daisies and bluebells along the roadside. | came over the brow of the next hill with 
both wheels clean off the ground, like a pedigree racehorse executing a steeplechase 
manoeuvre. At the apex, | stood on the foot pegs and looked forward; there he was, darting 
towards the next sharp left turn. It was John Sinclair on his Grindlay Peerless. 
We were doing Beverley again. Not the actress Beverley Mitchell, Esmeralda but the re- 
enactment of the first motor race in the Southern Hemisphere, from the small wheat belt 
town of Beverley, 100 miles to the east of Perth. Back in 1904, a handful of dedicated 
motorcyclists would have set off from the hamlet, along rough gravel roads or rudimentary 
paths back to the fledgling town of Perth on the lower Swan. 
Several people have been muttering about the preparation that | do on my mounts for an 
event, so for this year’s event, | decided to ride the old girl from Adelaide to Darwin, to iron 
out all the bugs, once and for all. Indeed, | was deep down an opal mine in Coober Pedy, 
with Graeme Hammond and he said to me “Hey cobber, your back tyre doesn’t look so flash” 
So shortly afterwards, he changed my tyre and also sprayed some release fluid onto the 
pivot of my points cam follower. He also encouraged me to polish the bike about two or three 
times a day. 
So by the time it came to the Saturday event, Phil Skinner's the “Day before” event, the red 
charger was fully sorted. | rode out to Bill Cowlin’s house, where Roger Bowen was already 
drinking coffee and kicking Sloper tyres with Bill. We loaded up the DKW on Bill’s trailer 
between the green Slopers, like a Bull Mastiff between two Pomeranians and Val drove us 
all out to Karagullen. 
It was a glorious midday setting, with Chris Whisson, Kevin Badby, Ken Vincent, Dave 
Weeks and Gary Tenardi all eating a sandwich in the seated area adjacent to the servo. 
Shortly afterwards, Colin And Delys rolled in, Delys riding the British racing green Indian, 
and Colin with the ’23 Scout on the trailer. Seems the old girl had a hissy fit and had refused 
to start, yet fired instantly on the back of the trailer under four tensioned tie downs. We 
wouldn't give up this biking lark for anything! Then Phil rolled in on the tan coloured Harley, 
seems his Indian also had a last minute sulk. Lat Fuller rolled in to say hallo on a new era 
classic Beemer, also Richard, of Velo fame, even riding a few kilometres out with us. 
By 2 o'clock we were heading east under a warm sun, no wind but a cool airflow proved to 
be a tonic for man and mount. Phil’s points started unwinding just before the customary tea 
spot in the woods requiring a cool down period and a reset of the points gap. After a quick 
drink we were off again, winding through oceans of canola fields, almost mesmerised by the 
freshly shorn lambs in the fields contrasting with the granite outcrops. By 4.30, we were all 
parked at the back of the Beverley Hotel, that 1886 structure, which has withstood 130 years 
of hard living. There was a 1926 AJS parked there waiting and after booking in, we all 
stabled the bikes up for the night in the parking garage and Dave parked up his van, having 
had no customers for the day. The evening was spent in the normal fashion, appropriate for 
the exponents of our noble sport, with all of the riders tucked up in bed relatively early, whilst 
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the rough element in the Commercial Hotel, carried on right through the night, slaves to the 
karaoke machine there. 

The next morning, there was the usual assemblage outside the hotel, no Beverley would be 
the same without Spencer and Joyce Sheffield, who rumour asserts, have attended every 
Beverley re-enactment since its restart back in the ‘80s. Spencer was riding his gleaming, 
trademark ’28 Indian, Rene on the ravishing ivory tan ’16 Harley Davidson and Ron Morrison 
Snr and Jnr in the SS80 Brough Superior. Both Rons looked amazingly fit and well. Other 
omnipresent starters were Clive Oakes on the unique AMAC and John Sinclair on the 
Coventry Eagle lookalike G.P. Colin’s Indian started on the first kick, so Delys loaded her 
Indian and drove shotgun with the back-up. It was about a 20 degree morning, with no 
clouds and not a breath of wind. The local townsfolk were flabbergasted, as they normally 
are, with the firing up of the old steeds and their gracious departures. Gary’s ’27 Ariel battled 
to start, on a brand new plug, so the old, sooted up one went back in, after a rough scratch 
and a quick gap check with a South Australia vernier gauge (oily left thumbnail). 

In York, most of the bikes refuelled and a quick coffee was had at the Tatty Parrot café or 
the Penny Farthing store. Next stop was the Broome Terrace lookout on the rather low Avon, 
in Northam, where once again the townsfolk rolled out to welcome the posse with the 
tumultuous excitement that one would expect. The Brough was running a bit rich on the one 
carby, so Ron leaned her off. Ken’s little cammy Velo was flying like a rocket through the 
countryside, stopping only once to help Gary put the old “new” plug back into the Ariel. 

Then it was off to lunch in Toodyay where we were lucky to arrive as a bunch of bikies rode 
out....we took the front row outside the hotel. One of the barmaids asked Kevin Badby if she 
could sit on the back of the Henderson. Then it was off on the final, longest haul, back to 
Mundaring, travelling along Clackline, a short stretch of GEH to Baker's Hill, then slightly 
north of it, along the fabled Old Northam Main road through Wooroloo and Chidlow, where | 
bowed briefly, in deference to old Clubman Richard Matthews, who is still recovering from a 
hamstring rupture (not inflicted by trying to kickstart his BMW, Esmeralda but loading a bale 
of HAY!) 

| had a couple of minutes on the next rider, so | stopped at the St Helena Tavern for a while, 
taking pictures of the blossoms and chatting with some of the hotel patrons. They were 
astonished to hear that the Re-enactment would pass shortly, right in front of the hotel. The 
point’s fairy struck again, this time Kevin’s Henderson, with the bike only just firing fully 
retarded. You could have ridden a horse through the point gap, which was quickly reset and 
Kevin was able to catch up. Then finally on the last strait to the Mundaring Hotel where there 
was a fair in full swing. The first people we bumped into were John and Melissa Branton. 
John is still looking for some bikes for the 2016 calendar. Bikes do not have to be concours, 
he said. Terry McKie also rolled in for a gander, having just completed a marathon open 
water swim at a local venue. Dave had come close to picking up a few customers but their 
sheer determination kept any further retirements from happening. 

The trickiest part still lay ahead, negotiating the hills back home. Phil did another route sheet 
from Mundaring to his workshop and we almost made it back without incident. Bill’s clutch 
kept going out of adjustment and then the tensioning bolt fell off completely. Phil's HD ran 
hot just waiting so he held back. Bill in the meantime had parked again, out of view and we 
all flashed past. Luckily Bill found a matching bolt in the gutter, fitted it and rode triumphantly 
into the car park before a search party was called. 

All in all a wonderful day was had and enjoyed by the relatively few that took part. Thanks 
need to be extended to Phil for organising such a great event and for the back-ups,

W.A.T.T. RE-ENACTMENT OCTOBER 19" 2014 

Every single wallaby between Perth and York shrank back at least 100m from the roadside 
on the morning of 19 October. Not because the department of correctional services had just 
released another serial sex offender into the Avon Valley community, Esmeralda but 
because there was a Gold Star, a shovelhead Harley Davidson and a souped up AJS on Bill 
Cowlin’s York T.T. commemorative rally, all contributing to a truly resonating day.

Bill 
was riding his AJS, Mike Davie on his combination (sans passenger) Jim and Carol Clark 
aboard the BSA and Ron and Lynn Gordon on their Norton, added credence to the line-up. 
The two Suzukis of Paul Spittle and Andrew Hyland preceded two, 5m high roostertails of 
spray, on their grand entrance to the town. 

Once in York, the gasping crowds gathered round the parking lot and quizzed the riders.

Jeff started the machine and the sound emitting from the pipes 
was something to hear in the hall.

Lake Perkolilli 


Racing in the pioneer days was on dirt roads largely and maybe none are more 
dusty than those in the Outback of Australia. In the Goldfields of Western 
Australia in 1914 a group of motoring enthusiasts started racing on a claypan at 
Lake Perkolilli some 20 miles from Kalgoorlie (which is 365 miles inland from 
Perth). The racetrack skirted the dry lake bed and is 2 miles long. In it’s day it was 
known as Western Australia’s premier racetrack and was popular in the 20s and 
the 30s and saw some very fast speeds obtained on the track. To celebrate 100 
years since the first race a group of motorcyclists and cars returned to the track 
this weekend to re-enact the event. I scored a ride on an old Nimbus 750. It was 
fabulous to tear around the circuit however the dust and conditions inevitably took 
their toll on the machines. Conditions were primitive. Two days of trials were 
completed but the planned 2 days of public spectacle were wiped out by massive 
unseasonal thunderstorms, wind and rain which turned the place into a muddy 
quagmire and vehicles were covered in mud and lucky to get out. It was great to 
be part of a historic road racing event regardless.

ROCKER ARM ENGINES 

This is about engines with rocker arms 

so members with only side valves and 
overhead cams without rocker arms can skip 
this. 

After | checked the valve gap on one of my 
bikes the valves were still noisy and it turned 
out one of the rocker arms had too much end 
float, ie, movement in the axial direction. 

On this bike the rocker arms are supported by 
shafts with an interference fit in blocks 
mounted on the head, so | loosened the bolts 
holding one of the blocks and used a large 
clamp to move the blocks closer together. 
This must be done with the valve closed so 
there's a gap between the valve and rocker 
arm. 

The bolts holding the blocks go through to 
the cylinder so there was a risk of unseating 
the head gasket but it turned out OK, maybe 
because the compression ratio is only 6:3:1. 


However, if the bolts holding your rocker 
arms go through to the cylinder there's a 


possibility of unseating the head gasket so it 
must be decided whether it's worth the risk of 


doing the above. Also, care must be taken 
not to eliminate the rocker arm end float so it 
binds.

T. McKie. T. McKie related his research into the Governments Green Paper regarding the 
proposed No Fault Third Party Compulsory Insurance Scheme. Current compulsory third party 
insurance requires the claimant to prove fault which leaves just under 50% of those suffering 
catastrophic injury unable to prove fault. They are then reliant on the Government and other 
means for their support and wellbeing. The Green Paper proposes to impose an additional 
$109.00 on all registered passenger cars and motor cycles, including those on concessional 
license, to cover the estimated $223 million required to include insurance for those unable to 
prove fault. Obviously people who have more than one registered vehicle will be paying for the 
drivers/riders who do not own registered vehicles. The August A.B.S. figures show there are 
1,539,270 registered passenger cars and 122,995 registered motorcycles in the State. Multiply 
this by $109.00 and you get $181 million, a bit short of the estimated $223 million required. 
Cars and motorcycles don’t generally cause accidents, which leaves the real culprits, drivers 
and riders, free of direct responsibility. It was suggested members should familiarise 
themselves with the contents of the Green Paper and make a submission by the 24th of 
December as invited on page 27 of the Paper at one of the following contacts.
